ARLINGTON, Va. — Halfway 
through this month, U.S. and co- 
alition deaths in Afghanistan have 
already equaled record highs for op- 
erations there, with more than half 
of the casualties coming from impro- 
vised explosive devices.

Pentagon: Afghanistan deaths

“We’ve got to get them from the air. 
We’ve got to monitor the roads. We’ve 
got to watch patterns of life for these 
IED networks. We’ve got to provide 
force-protection measures that will 
keep our troops safe if they do encoun- 
ter them. And we’ve got to increase 
our intelligence on the ground to ulti- 
mately dismantle these groups.” 

The Associated Press reported that 
so far this month, 24 U.S. and at least 
47 international coalition service- 
members have died in Afghanistan. 
That total matches the previous re- 
cord high for U.S. deaths, set in June 
and August last year, and passes the 
previous total for NATO deaths.

military budget bill. Army offi- 
cials estimate as many as 30,000 
of their current 547,000 may be 
in non-deployable positions, in- 
cluding those in training slots 
and troops recovering from their 
combat wounds.

years ago, when heavy fighting 
in Iraq hurt recruiting efforts, 
the number of new enlistees and 
soldiers opting for another tour 
has been ahead of schedule for 
much of the fiscal year.

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Ex-POWs race against time to tell stories

DAYTON, Ohio — Museums 
are seeing an increase in dona- 
tions and oral histories from the 
swell of former U.S. prisoners of 
war eager to leave their legacies. 
But museum officials still worry 
that too many POWs approaching 
their late 80s and 90s will go to 
their graves without publicly tell- 
ing their stories. 

The National Prisoner of War 
Museum in Andersonville, Ga., 
said it expects to have a 40 per- 
cent increase in artifacts, jour- 
nals and other donations from 
former POWs this year compared 
to last year. Primarily, those con- 
tributions are coming from those 
who fought in World War II. 

The number of U.S. POWs in 
World War II, about 130,000, 
dwarfs those from other wars. 
There were approximately 7,000 
in the Korean War and about 725 
in the Vietnam War. With World 
War II having ended more than 
60 years ago, the total number of 
U.S. POWs is shrinking fast.

Bob Patrick, director of the 
Veterans History Project at the 
Library of Congress’ American 
Folklife Center, said many aging 
POWS are just getting around to 
publicly telling their tales. 

“Some of them will never get 
around to it,’ Patrick said. “It’s 
too difficult. Some of them don’t 
want to open the door again.” 

When POWs returned from 
World War II, many kept their 
stories to themselves because 
they were afraid of being stig- 
matized, they didn’t think there 





was anything unique or unusual 
about their stories or they wanted 
to forget about the past and move 
on with their lives. 

“Even now,” said Alan Marsh, 
cultural resources _ specialist 
at the Andersonville museum, 
“family members have often not 
heard the whole story.” 

Army Air Corps navigator Carl 
Hedin’s plane was shot down over 
France during World War II, and 
he was held in a German prison 
camp for more than two years. 
Hedin, of Dallas, died in April at 


Bag of medals left at Vietnam memorial

BELLINGHAM — No one 
would have guessed the contents 
of a brown plastic bag with a 
camouflage design laid against 
the Veterans Traveling Tribute, 
a replica of the Vietnam Veterans 
Memorial. 

The bag sat untouched, as 
are some other items left at the 
memorial, for almost two days 
before Shelley Prentice, the co- 
ordinator of the memorial’s visit, 
finally opened it. When she did, 
she couldn’t believe her eyes. 

The bag contained five medals, 
including an Army Distinguished 
Service Cross — the nation’s sec- 
ond-highest military honor — and 
a Purple Heart, in their original 


cases. 

“That’s just amazing,” Pren- 
tice said. “These are the highest 
medals you can get, short of the ... 
Medal of Honor.” 

Medals are occasionally left 
beside the traveling wall, a small- 
er replica of the memorial in 
Washington, D.C. The tradition of 
leaving items is believed to have 
begun in 1982 at the wall in D.C. 
when someone put a Purple Heart 
in the concrete being poured dur- 
ing the memorial’s construction, 
according to the Vietnam Veter- 
ans Memorial Web site. 

The bag was left at the travel- 
ing wall in Bellingham sometime 
during the night of July 10. The 
bag included two silver dollars, a 
tin containing brown cigarettes, 
lip balm and American flags. 


The bag was laid next to the 
section with a panel dated June 
6-7, 1968. Prentice believes they 
were put there by a veteran and 
not a family member. 

“A family member would pass 
these down as heirlooms,” she 
said. 

A veteran likely left them as a 
thank you to his fellow service- 
members, Prentice said. 

Aneighbor of Prentice’s told her 
a relative met a Vietnam veteran 
who mentioned that his whole 
platoon had been killed during a 
battle in Vietnam. Prentice won- 
ders if he was the one who left the 
bag. 

None of the items left at the 
memorial travels with the wall. 
They are catalogued and sent to 
a museum. Prentice would like 


Verizon customers on base still face slow service

MISAWA AIR BASE, Japan — 
Verizon Internet users at Misawa 
won’t see a promised increase in 
bandwidth — meaning faster ser- 
vice — for months, according to 
AAFES officials. 

In a statement posted on the 
Misawa Air Base Web site last 
week, Army and Air Force Ex- 
change Service officials reported 
that “significant progress has 
been made toward resolving the 
remaining service issues” with 
Verizon’s telephone and Internet 
product for customers living on 
base. 

AAFES has said it’s working 
with the contractor to fix the pri- 
mary issue, which is a bandwidth 
that will provide reliable and 
quick Internet service. 


According to last week’s state- 
ment, “increased capability 
should be available in the next 
few months,” and Verizon “con- 
tinues to fine-tune its network 
topology to increase operational 
efficiency.” 

The number of customer com- 
plaints filed with Verizon indi- 
cates many Misawa residents 
have reported dissatisfaction 
with the service since Verizon as- 
sumed the contract on March 30, 
promising up to a 400 percent in- 
crease in speed over the previous 
contractor. 

Larry Marshall, an AAFES 
spokesman in Dallas, said Ve- 
rizon reported 140 unresolved 
customer complaints on June 5. 
He said that number represented 
5S percent of Verizon’s 2,800 Mi- 
sawa customers. 


Customers such as Rebecca 
Pate have said their service still 
can be annoyingly slow, and they 
often suffer complete outages. 
Pate said she and others have 
complained that they can’t stay 
in touch with their deployed loved 
ones, work on their online college 
classes or pay their bills through 
online banks. 

Marshall said via _ e-mail 
Thursday that he was unable to 
arrange interviews for this story. 

According to the online update, 
Verizon has streamlined its cus- 
tomer service process and is 
trying to resolve customer com- 
plaints “within three days.” 

Verizon officials have declined 
to comment on the customer 
complaints.

1980s. She was awarded $3.7 million.

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DOD won’ 
stamp out 
tobacco 
downrange

Cigarettes and smokeless tobacco will 
remain a fixtures in war zones, despite 
a recent Department of Defense-commis- 
sioned study that recommended eliminating 
tobacco use in the military, a spokesman for 
Defense Secretary Robert Gates said this 
week. 

Gates believes stemming tobacco could 
put more unwanted stress on servicemem- 
bers deployed to Iraq and Afghanistan, 
spokesman Geoff Morrell said Wednesday 
in Washington, D.C. 

“T don’t think that he is interested in add- 
ing to their stress levels by taking away one 
of the few outlets they may have to relieve 
stress — and that may be chewing tobacco 
or smoking cigarettes,” Morrell said during 
a press briefing. 

The remarks highlight the DOD’s compli- 
cated relationship with tobacco and appear 
to be a push back against the Institute of 
Medicine study released in June that criti- 
cized the military for wanting to limit use 
while also selling and distributing ciga- 
rettes and smokeless tobacco. 

Last year, military exchanges sold at least 
$627 million worth of tobacco at installa- 
tions around the world, according to Navy, 
Army and Air Force exchange sales figures 
supplied Thursday. 

Morrell said Gates had not read the 
Institute of Medicine study, which was 
requested by the DOD and Department of 
Veterans Affairs after tobacco use increased 
during the wars in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

The study recommended tobacco be 
eliminated across the DOD over 20 years, 
beginning with a ban on tobacco use among 
recruits and officer trainees within one 
year. 

Tobacco sales should be curtailed at com- 
missaries and prices should be increased 
at exchanges to discourage use, the study 
group recommended. 

Morrell said tobacco does cause an “enor- 
mous” expense for the military and “there 
may be things we can try to do to move 
toward that goal.” 

The military health system spent $564 
million on smoking-related illnesses in 2006. 
The VA spent more than $5 billion in 2005 to 
treat a common respiratory ailment caused 
by smoking, according to the Institute of 
Medicine. 

The study also found that smoking and 
tobacco use have profound negative health 
effects on servicemembers, from lost pro- 
ductivity to poor hearing and eyesight on 
the battlefield. 

The institute concluded that tobacco use 
reduces the military’s readiness to perform, 
though withdrawal also has its dangers. For 
example, tobacco users going through with- 
drawal have more driving-related accidents, 
the study found. 

Meanwhile, the military reaps profits 
from the sale of cigarettes and smokeless 
tobacco — money that is funneled back into 
community programs and upgrades at mili- 
tary installations.

Defense lawyers: Drop terrorism support charge

GUANTANAMO BAY NAVAL BASE, 
Cuba — Defense lawyers seized upon a 
debate inside the Obama administration 
Wednesday to seek dismissal of a charge 
of material support for terrorism against 
an alleged al-Qaida foot soldier accused 
of plotting attacks against U.S. coalition 
troops in Afghanistan. 

In the seeking the dismissal, military at- 
torneys for Mohammed Kamin, 30, cited a 
senior Justice Department lawyer’s recent 
Senate testimony that the Obama admin- 
istration has concluded that the charge is 
not an appeal-proof war crime. Material 
support for terrorism is the only charge 
Kamin faces. 

“They cannot ethically proceed on this 
charge in this forum,” argued Navy Lt. 
Rich Federico, Kamin’s Pentagon appoint- 
ed attorney. “It’s appalling. It’s just a waste 
of everyone’s time.” 

The judge did not rule on the spot. The 
case prosecutor, Navy Lt. Rachel Trest, 
argued for the status quo while the new 
administration works to rewrite rules gov- 
erning military commissions. 

At issue was testimony by Assistant At- 
torney General David Kris, head of the 
Justice Department’s National Security 
Division. Kris testified that the Justice 
Department had concluded that while ma- 
terial support for terrorism is a crime in 
civilian federal court, it was not defined 
as a violation of the laws of war until Con- 
gress passed the Military Commission Act 
in 2006. 

Pentagon prosecutors argue they are 
proceeding with pre-trial hearings at 
military commissions under the current 
manual. Navy Capt. John Murphy, the 
chief war crimes prosecutor and a former 
Justice Department attorney, would not 
be drawn into a discussion of what would 
happen were the category of crime to be 
eliminated. 

Kamin, brought here in 2004, allegedly 
got al-Qaida training after U.S. troops in- 
vaded Afghanistan and then set up mis-

siles and mines against coalition forces, 
which never exploded. 

Air Force Col. Thomas Cumbie, Ka- 
min’s judge, agreed with defense lawyers 
that the rules of court were still evolv- 
ing. But he also noted that the category 
of crime still existed and “it’s not a done 
deal until it’s a done deal.” 

Of the 11 Guantanamo detainees who’ve 
been charged here, 10 face material sup- 
port for terrorism allegations. 

Providing material support for terror- 
ism was the only crime that Osama bin 
Laden’s Yemeni driver, Salim Hamdan, 
was convicted of last year. 

“We’ve always been of the view that 
[material support] was not a war crime 
and the conviction should not stand,” said 
Schneider, who has been appealing Ham- 
dan’s conviction although his client has 
returned to his homeland. 

Were the Obama administration to 
withdraw material support as a military 
commissions crime, he added, “Salim 
would be exonerated in the sense that 
he would never have been convicted of 
anything.” 


Sept. 11 defendants don’t 
show at Guantanamo trial 


GUANTANAMO BAY NAVAL 
BASE, Cuba — A pretrial hearing in 
the Sept. 11 war crimes trial was de- 
layed Thursday when none of the five 
defendants agreed to attend. 

The defendants were apparently 
protesting a judge’s ruling that the ac- 
cused mastermind of the terrorist at- 
tacks and two other men would not be 
able to speak at the session, which was 
to focus on preparations for a hearing 
on whether two of the men are mentally 
competent to stand trial. 

The men have said they intend to 
serve as their own attorneys and plead 
guilty. The two who have not yet been 
deemed mentally competent, Ramzi 
Bin al Shibh and Mustafa Ahmed 
al-Hawsawi, have not yet received 
clearance from the court to represent 
themselves.

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U.S. detainees 
protesting at

counsel, according to military 
statements. 

Afghan officials said they could 
not comment on the protest be- 
cause they have no access to the 
prison and no information on it. 

“The constitution has given us 
the authority to monitor the con- 
dition of prisoners throughout the 
Afghanistan, and especially the 
coalition detention centers, but 
they have refused to let us in,” 
said Mohammad Farid Hamidi, a 
human rights commissioner.

Taliban threaten to Kill 
captured U.S. soldier

KABUL — Local Taliban commanders threat- 
ened Thursday to kill a captured American soldier 
unless the U.S. military stops operations in two dis- 
tricts of southeastern Afghanistan. 

The Taliban claimed last week to be holding the 
soldier, whom the U.S. military earlier described as 
possibly being in enemy hands. 

Abdullah Jalali, a spokesman for Taliban com- 
mander Mawlavi Sangin, told The Associated Press 
in a telephone interview Thursday that the soldier 
was healthy. 

He said the soldier would be killed unless the U.S. 
stops airstrikes in Ghazni province’s Giro district 
and Paktika province’s Khoshamand district. Jalali 
did not explain why the Taliban chose those areas, 
noting only that Giro has been heavily bombed. 

Spokeswoman Capt. Elizabeth Mathias declined 
to comment on the demands but did say recent op- 
erations in Giro district this month did not involve 
bombings. 

Neither district is in Helmand province, where 
Marines are currently conducting the largest U.S. 
military operation in Afghanistan since the Taliban 
were toppled from power in 2001. 








Jalali said the final decision about the soldier’s 
fate will be made by Taliban leader Mullah Omar. 

The U.S. military has said that the soldier was no- 
ticed missing during a routine check of the unit on 
June 30 and was “believed captured.” 

The Taliban claimed on its Web site on July 6 that 
it was holding the soldier. 

“Five days ago, a drunken American soldier who 
had come out of his garrison named Malakh was 
captured by mujahedeen. ... He is still with mujahe- 
deen,” said the report. The short Web message did 
not elaborate on his whereabouts, nor did it provide 
any proof such as a photo. 

The U.S. military has said it intercepted commu- 
nications in which insurgents talked about holding 
an American. 

The soldier’s body armor and weapon were found 
on the base, and U.S. defense sources say he “just 
walked off” post with three Afghans after work. They 
say they have no explanation for why he left the base. 
The military has not identified the soldier but say his 
family has been notified that he is missing. 

Also Thursday, the governor of Kandahar prov- 
ince announced that six civilians were killed and 14 
were wounded in the airstrike on a village in Shawa- 
likot district. His statement said an investigation is 
ongoing.

Pentagon casualty notices show 
more than half of U.S. deaths this 
month were caused by IEDs. 

U.S. officials have spent bil- 
lions researching ways to thwart 
IEDs in Iraq, but are seeing lim- 
ited results from that research in 
Afghanistan. 

The Defense Department cre- 
ated a special organization dedi- 
cated solely to the task, the Joint 
IED Defeat Organization, which 
spent more than $3 billion and al- 
located another $4 billion in fis- 
cal 2008. 

Since 2006, the Pentagon has 
bought 10,000 mine-resistant, 
ambush protected vehicles with 
distinctive V-shaped hulls that 
have proved effective in deflect- 
ing ground blasts and protecting 
troops inside. 

Three thousand MRAPs al- 


ready have been sent to Afghani- 
stan, Morrell said, with more on 
the way. 

But MRAPs have limited use 
in Afghanistan’s off-road terrain. 

Marine Corps Maj. Gen. John 
F. Kelly, former commander 
Multi-National Force-West in 
Iraq, in February called the 
MRAP “a nearly useless vehicle 
unless you’re on a hard surface 
road.” 

In March, Army and Marine 
Corps officials asked Congress 
to fund a new, lighter version for 
Afghanistan. 

But members worried fighting 
would start before the equipment 
was ready. 

The Pentagon commissioned 
the Oshkosh Corp. on June 30 to 
build 2,244 copies of a highly-an- 
ticipated all-terrain version at a 
cost of $1.1 billion.

Gen. Michael Brogan told 
Stars and Stripes the Oshkosh 
vehicles were expected to reach 
Afghanistan in October. 

Two days later, Operation 
Khanjar, a Marine-led offensive 
into Helmand Province, began. 

Gates anticipated U.S. troops 
would face increased IED attacks 
when major fighting renewed, 
Morrell said.

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Large patrol to enforce 
Turkish smoking ban 


ANKARA, Turkey — Turkey’s 
government is setting up a 4,500- 
strong team to help enforce an 
upcoming smoking ban in bars, 
restaurants and coffeehouses in 
this country of heavy smokers, 
a Health Ministry official said 
Thursday. 

On July 19, a year-old ban on in- 
door public smoking will be wid- 
ened to include bars, restaurants, 
and even smoky, hazy village 
coffeehouses and hookah bars, 
despite protests from owners 
who fear it will bring ruin to busi- 
nesses already suffering from the 
effects of an economic crisis. 

Prime Minister Recep Tayyip 
Erdogan’s Islamic-rooted govern- 
ment — keen to reduce smoking 
rates and the effects of second- 
hand smoke on people’s health 
— has dismissed the protests and 
calls for the ban to be postponed. 


Iceland considering 
membership in EU 


TREYKJAVIK, Iceland — Ice- 
land’s buccaneering Viking spirit 
took a battering last year when 
the country’s banking sector and 
currency collapsed and the volca- 
nic island became an early casu- 
alty of the global economic crisis. 

The disaster has forced Ice- 
landers to consider giving up 
some of the nation’s cherished 
independence and seek the shel- 
ter, and restrictions, of European 
Union membership. 

Icelandic lawmakers were de- 
bating Thursday whether to apply 
for membership in the 27-nation 
EU — and potentially the euro 
currency — as a way of securing 
the country’s financial future. 


338 million Chinese 
now use the Internet 


BEIJING — More people now 
go online in China than there are 
people in the United States. 

The country’s rapid economic 
growth and expansion of Internet 
access in more areas has fueled a 
sharp increase in Internet users, 
totaling 338 million by the end of 
June, a government-sanctioned 
research group said Thursday. 
The U.S. Census Bureau says 
the population of the U.S. is just 
under 307 million. 

Internet use on mobile phones 
has increased 32.1 percent since 
the beginning of the year to 155 
million led by rising use by rural 
dwellers, the report said. 


Egypt: Bus crash kills 
12 people near Red Sea 


CAIRO — An Egyptian police 
official says a tour bus carrying 
mostly Serbians has crashed into 
a truck on the way to Egypt’s Red 
Sea coast, killing 12 people, in- 
cluding nine tourists. 

The official says the accident 
occurred early Thursday as the 
bus was heading from the south- 
ern city of Qena to the Red Sea 
coastal town of Safaga. 

The truck slammed into the 
bus on a narrow two-lane road 
that has been the site of several 
accidents in the past.

Eastern Europeans wary of Obama

WARSAW, Poland — A group of prominent 
former Eastern European leaders wrote to 
President Barack Obama on Thursday that 
their region is gripped by anxiety that his ef- 
forts to reach out to Russia could lead him to 
forget their interests. 

The 22 former leaders warned U.S. credi- 
bility would be damaged if Washington aban- 
dons plans for a missile shield, saying they 
still feel bullied by their giant neighbor and 
former master. They claimed Russia contin- 
ues to challenge their sovereignty 20 years 
after the Cold War’s end. 

They called missile defense the “thorniest”’ 
of current issues in a letter carried on the Web 
site of the Gazeta Wyborcza newspaper and to 
be delivered in Washington later Thursday. 

The Bush administration reached agree- 
ments last year to station interceptor missiles 


at a base in Poland and a linked radar base in 
the Czech Republic. Russia vehemently op- 
poses the plan and Obama is skeptical of it 
and is undertaking a thorough review. 

“Abandoning the program entirely or in- 
volving Russia too deeply in it without con- 
sulting Poland or the Czech Republic can 
undermine the credibility of the United 
States across the whole region,” according to 
the letter signed by ex-leaders from countries 
once in the Soviet-controlled communist bloc 
but now NATO and EU members. 

The signatories include former presidents 
Lech Walesa and Aleksander Kwasniewski of 
Poland, Vaclav Havel of the Czech Republic, 
Emil Constantinescu of Romania and Vaira 
Vike-Freiberga of Latvia. They describe 
themselves as U.S. allies who remain deeply 
indebted to America for helping bring down 
the Iron Curtain. 

Many Eastern Europeans today still feel 
enormous gratitude to U.S. efforts to oppose 
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their oppressive communist-era regimes, 
with a particular affection for Ronald Reagan 
and other Republican leaders. Polish analyst 
Olaf Osica, with the Natolin European Center 
think tank in Warsaw, said the region tends to 
view Democratic administrations with more 
skepticism, fearful they will favor a “realis- 
tic” approach to Russia over the “idealism” of 
opposing Moscow’s strength. 

The letter comes days after an Obama visit 
to Moscow, where he sought to reboot the 
tense relationship between the U.S. and Rus- 
sia, including a renewed focus on paring down 
nuclear stockpiles. 

While missile defense came up in the talks, 
there was no progress and further discussions 
were put aside for a later date. 

Russia has threatened to deploy missiles near 
Poland if the U.S. pushes ahead with the shield. 
Obama has attempted to reassure Moscow that 
the system is geared to tempering a ballistic 
missile threat from countries like Iran. 


What do we know about Kim Jong II's successor?

LIEBEFELD, Switzerland 
— In August 1998, as famine 
reached a terrible climax in 
North Korea, the destitute Asian 
nation enrolled a shy teen-ager in 
a Swiss state school. He arrived 
with a fake name, a collection 
of genuine, top-of-the-line Nike 
sneakers and a passion for Amer- 
ican basketball. 

“We only dreamed about hav- 
ing such shoes. He was wearing 
them,” recalled Nikola Kovacevic, 
a former schoolmate of the curi- 
ously well-heeled North Korean. 

Today, the student is a key 
figure in a puzzle that U.S. and 
Asian intelligence services are 
scrambling to solve: Who will 
lead nuclear-armed North Korea 
once its gravely ill leader, Kim 
Jong II, passes from the scene? 

The answer is of vital impor- 
tance to Washington, which has 
about 25,000 troops in South 
Korea, on guard against any re- 
sumption of a conflict frozen — 
but never formally ended — by a 
Korean War armistice accord in 
1953. Who rules North Korea will 
decide whether Seoul, Tokyo and 
perhaps even Hawaii risk attack

from a nation that has tested two 
nuclear devices. 

North Korea shrouds the biog- 
raphies of its rulers and their off- 
spring in a fog of fiction and silence. 
Arare insight into this sealed world 
is offered by Swiss recollections of 
the young North Korean. 

He was about 17 when he 
abruptly left in the middle of the 


school year, apparently to return 
to Pyongyang. 

There are many signs that he 
may now be the next leader of 
North Korea — 26-year-old Kim 
Jong Un, the third and youngest 
son of Kim Jong I]. 

Known as “Pak Un” to his 
teachers at Liebefeld-Steinhol- 
zli Schule, a German-speaking 


state school, he was registered as 
the son of an employee at North 
Korea’s embassy in the nearby 
city of Bern, Switzerland’s capi- 
tal, according to Ueli Studer, di- 
rector of education in the local 
administration. 

Maria Micaelo, the mother of 
one of Pak Un’s closest school 
friends, said the North Korean 


teenager once confided to her 
son, Joao, that his father was 
the leader of North Korea. She 
recalled that she dismissed the 
claim as a fanciful teenage boast 
but had second thoughts when 
her son saw pictures of Kim Jong 
Il on television and told her that 
he’d seen the same man in a pho- 
tograph with Pak Un.

WASHINGTON — CIA offi- 
cials were proposing to activate

The Obama _ administration’s 
top intelligence official, Director 
of National Intelligence Dennis 
Blair, Wednesday defended Pa- 
netta’s decision to cancel the pro- 
gram, which he said had raised 
serious questions among intel- 
ligence officials about its “effec- 
tiveness, maturity and the level of 
control.” 

But Blair broke with some 
Democrats in Congress by assert- 
ing that the CIA did not violate the 
law when it failed to inform law- 
makers about the secret program 
until last month. Blair said agency 
officials may not have been re- 
quired to notify Congress about 
the program, 
though he 
believes they 
should have 
done so. 

“It was a 
judgment 
call,’ Blair 
said in an in- 
terview. “We 
believe in 
erring on the 
side of work- 
ing with the 
Hill as a partner.” 

Democratic lawmakers have 
accused the CIA of deliberately 
misleading Congress by failing to 
disclose the program’s existence 
until the briefing by Panetta on 
June 24. House Democrats, citing 
an account given by Panetta, say 
then-Vice President Dick Cheney 
personally ordered the CIA not 
to tell Congress about the initia-

Five police shot, two suspects killed in N.J.

JERSEY CITY, N.J. — Five 
police officers were shot — two 
of them critically wounded — in 
a running gunfight Thursday 
morning that began during a po- 
lice stakeout of two armed rob- 
bery suspects in New Jersey’s 
second-largest city. 

Both suspects were killed in 
the shootout, which began on the 
street about 5 a.m. and ended 
when SWAT officers fought their 
way into an apartment where the 
man and woman had taken cover. 
The assaulting officers were met 
by shotgun blasts that ripped 
through the apartment building’s 
walls and doors. 

One of the suspects had “some 


kind ofautomatic shotgun,” Mayor 
Jerramiah Healy said. Residents 
of the complex said they awoke to 
the sounds of gunfire and police 
running down their halls. 

Marlon Harrison said gunshots 
echoed off the alley wall out- 
side his second-floor apartment 
window. 

“It was like the Army out 
there,” Harrison said. 

Doctors at Jersey City Medical 
Center said the most seriously in- 
jured officer was in full cardiac 
arrest, with no signs of life, when 
he arrived for treatment. Doctors 
had to bring him back to life “five 
or six times” before they could 
stabilize him, he said. 

Dr. Bruno Molino, the chief of 


trauma at Jersey City Medical 
Center, said the officer received a 
shotgun blast to the left side of his 
face and will require reconstruc- 
tive surgery to repair his jaw, 
sinus and the area below his eye. 

Molino said his team removed 
two “foreign objects” from the 
neck of the second officer. He said 
the next 24 to 48 hours are pivotal 
for the survival of both men. 

“These officers are extremely 
lucky to be alive,” said Molino, 37. 
“We’re very fortunate to be dis- 
cussing this at all.” 

The suspects were being sought 
in connection with an armed rob- 
bery last month in which they 
allegedly shot a man in the abdo- 
men with the same shotgun. 


Obama to NAACP: Cooperation a must

Sixth ‘Potter’ enchants the box office 


“Harry Potter and The Half-Blood 
Prince” conjured up $22.2 million 
in midnight ticket sales at 3,003 lo- 
cations, according to Warner Bros., 
putting the popular boy-wizard 
movie on track for a record-break- 
ing debut Wednesday and through 
the weekend. 

The sixth “Potter” film, which 
cost more than $400 million to make, 
market and release worldwide, 
shattered the $18.5-million-record 
midnight earnings of last year’s 
Batman blockbuster “The Dark 
Knight,” also produced and distrib- 
uted by Warner Bros. “Half-Blood 
Prince” could very well beat the all- 
time domestic record for Wednesday 
ticket sales of $62 million generated 
last month by Paramount Pictures’ 


“Transformers: Revenge of the 
Fallen” and could eclipse its five-day 
Wednesday-through-Sunday record 
of $200.1 million. 

It’s also possible that the latest 
“Potter” could topple the $203.7-mil- 
lion all-time five-day record set by 
“Dark Knight,” which opened on a 
Friday. 

The movie is expected to gross 
more domestically than its predeces- 
sor, “Harry Potter and the Order of 
the Phoenix,” which sold $292 mil- 
lion in tickets. The film grossed more 
than twice that amount overseas 
with $646.2 million. 

“Half-Blood Prince” will debut 
this week in all major international 
territories.

1. THE PLAN: Under orders from 
Voldemort himself, Slytherin Draco 
Malfoy must carry out a sinister plot. His 
mother, Narcissa (Helen McCrory), is 
terrified. With her twisted sister Bellatrix 
Lestrange (Helena Bonham Carter) as 
witness, she has Severus Snape (Alan 
Rickman) make an unbreakable vow to 
help. 


2. THE PROFESSOR: Meet Horace 
Slughorn, a bit vain, a lover of good food 
and good company, who reluctantly 
returns to his old job 
as Hogwarts’ potions 
master.

“The broomstick rigs we had in the past 
were all designed for little kids, and 
now we’re dealing with big, strapping 
lads and lasses,” says effects supervisor 
John Richardson. “Everything had to be 
redeveloped.” 


4. THE PREDATORS: Fenrir Greyback, 
a notorious werewolf (played by Dave 
Legend), terrorizes the countryside for 
Voldemort. His specialty? Children. Also, 
beware of Inferi — corpses re-animated 
by dark magic. Zombies! 


5. THE PAST: In magical flashbacks, 
11-year-old Tom Riddle is played by 
Hero Fiennes Tiffin — nephew of Ralph 
Fiennes, who plays the grown-up Riddle, 
Lord Voldemort. Though his character is 
gloomy and chilling, Hero is “absolutely 
the sweetest kid you’d ever want to 
meet,” says director David Yates. Frank 
Dillane plays 16-year-old Riddle. 


6. THE PASSION: Romance, jealousy, 
unrequited love: The teen love triangles 
get tangled, indeed.

Obama. 

On Tuesday afternoon, they’ll help with an 
educational workshop for 120 middle and high 
school students from across the country. That 
night, they’ll play in the historic East Room 
for President Barack Obama and his wife, 
White House staff and members of Congress. 

Michelle Obama launched the series to 
encourage arts and arts education. It featured 
jazz last month and will continue in the fall 
with classical music. 


‘Secret’ Dave Chappelle 
Show draws thousands 


The rumor of a secret show by comedian 
Dave Chappelle turned out to be accurate. 
Well, the rumor, not the secret. 

Thousands of people filled Pioneer Court- 
house Square in downtown Portland, Ore., late 
Tuesday and early Wednesday in hopes that 
what they learned through text message, Twit- 
ter, Facebook or word-of-mouth was true. 

Chappelle arrived at about 1 a.m. to great 
applause and a surge of people with their 
camera phones aloft, The Oregonian news-

paper reported. There was only one problem 
with the free event — a small amplifier left the 
comic inaudible to most. 

It’s not clear why Chappelle was in Portland, 
and what led him to the downtown square. 

“T’m not here for money,” he told the crowd. 

Chappelle is best known for his sketch-com- 
edy program that ran on Comedy Central. In 
May 2005, he walked away from a $50 million 
deal to continue the popular show. 

Most people went to the square at the last 
minute after receiving a text message or other 
communication. Chappelle, who had no secu- 
rity or entourage, said he expected around 200 
people to show — not the thousands who stood 
shoulder-to-shoulder. 

Chappelle at one point announced that 
someone was going to get a better sound 
system, and would return in 20 minutes. When 
the man came back, spectators fed power 
cords to the edges of the square to plug them 
in. But apparently there was no power. 


Though the show fizzled, the mood re- 
mained festive and there were no arrests. 


Chappelle left the square shortly after 2 
a.m., but not before thanking the crowd and 
sharing something he learned on his visit: 
“Don’t tell a secret in Portland.”

LOS ANGELES — To those 
who know it only by reputation, 
the Nickerson Gardens housing 
development is a forbidding place, 
plagued by violence and poverty 
and ruled by black gangs. 

So naturally, Father Peter 
Banks brought 200 Hispanic 
parishioners there in Decem- 
ber for a posada, a Christmas 
ritual that recreates Joseph and 
Mary’s search for a place for 
Jesus to be born. 

Banks, pastor of St. Lawrence 
of Brindisi Church, thought 
the visit could help burst pre- 
conceptions and break down 
prejudices. His Hispanic con- 
gregants might be surprised 
to learn that violent crime was 
down at Nickerson, that gangs 
were not as pervasive as they 
once were and that, contrary 
to stereotype, a majority of the 
residents are Hispanic. 

If black residents turned out 
in decent numbers, the service 
would be another small step 
toward mutual understanding 
in the lower-income neighbor- 
hoods south of downtown. 

The Hispanic visitors walked 
briskly through a parking lot and 
into Nickerson’s gym, some ner- 
vously glancing over their shoul- 
ders. Inside, mariachis in black 
uniforms and gold ties tuned 
their violins. A small group of 
black community leaders helped 
prepare champurado and chicken 
tostadas. 

“The big struggle is the black 
and the brown. How do we get 
them together,” Banks said be- 
fore changing into white robes 
and leading a prayer service in 
Spanish. “We can bring them to-

gether with music and food.” 

The posada drew several hun- 
dred people, but they were almost 
all Hispanics, not the integrated 
crowd Banks had hoped for. Still, 
he considered the event a small 
victory. 

“This is major, getting some 
of our parishioners to come to 
Nickerson 
because 
they don’t 
go,” he said. 
“They won’t 
come here. 
They’re 
afraid.” 

Banks, 63, 
{a Catholic 
priest from 
a tiny Irish 
village, has 
become an 
unlikely force for racial under- 
standing in Watts. For more than 
three decades, he’s watched as 
the community changed from 
predominantly black to predomi- 
nantly Hispanic. He’s seen racial 
tensions lead to segregation with- 
in his own congregation. 

His efforts to bridge the divide 
have been marked by humility, 
patience and modest expectations. 
During meals at St. Lawrence, he 
will ask blacks to serve Hispanics 
and vice versa. Without fanfare, 
he lends support, and cash, to 
people working to curb violence 
and promote understanding in 
the neighborhood. 

When he realized that blacks 
and Hispanics shared a passion 
for gospel music, he made gospel 
standards a centerpiece of Sun- 
day services. 

“He’s able to walk between the 
raindrops,” said Oscar Neal, 72, 
owner of Jordan’s Cafe, a neigh- 
borhood gathering place.

In a typical gesture, Banks 
recently enlisted Michael Wain- 
wright, a black parishioner, to 
help recruit black students to St. 
Lawrence’s elementary school. 
Then he asked Wainwright, who 
runs a job services program in 
the area, to speak with Hispan- 
ic teenagers about how to find 
work. 

“He’s so concerned about the 
community. Not only Catholics 
but Protestants also. Not only 
blacks but Latinos, Asians and 
everybody,” Wainwright _ said. 
“He walks in the developments ... 
and he talks to the Spanish peo- 
ple about the importance of get- 
ting everyone together. He’s very 
unifying.” 

In reality, many of Banks’ ef- 
forts to bring blacks and Hispan- 
ics together have ended like the 
posada at Nickerson Gardens, 
with less interaction than he 
would have liked. 

“It’s a constant struggle,” 
Banks said. “I think it’s a misun- 
derstanding and lack of knowl- 
edge of each other. The food is 
different, but when you scratch 
the surface, we all have the same 
heart, only one pair of lungs, one 
liver and a couple of kidneys.” 

As a seminarian in Ireland, 
Banks dreamed of serving in 
Zambia, but the church had other 


plans. “You’re going to the United 
States,” a superior informed him 
one day in 1973. 

After his plane touched down in 
Los Angeles, he climbed into the 
biggest car he had ever ridden in, 
a Chevrolet. 

St. Lawrence, a Spanish-style 
church, was surrounded by 
empty lots, a legacy of the 1965 
Watts riots. “A barren desert,” 
Banks recalled. “I thought, ‘How 
can the church be in a city with- 
out houses around it?’ ” 

Banks, then an associate pastor, 
said he felt lonely and odd stand- 
ing in front of black parishioners 
whose history and culture he 
knew little about. So he observed, 
asked questions and gradually 
educated himself. 

All the while, a demographic 
shift was occurring that would 
fundamentally change the neigh- 
borhood and church. Hispanics 
— mostly immigrants from Mex- 
icO — were pouring in, and sever- 
al families came to St. Lawrence, 
looking for a place to pray. 

“T felt I would prefer for it to 
stay all black. It’s much easier to 
work with one culture,” he said. 
“But the reality was they were 
coming. I feared the unknown. 
I didn’t want to learn a new lan- 
guage. But I thought I can’t just 
let all these people be here and 


not do anything.” 

St. Lawrence held its first Mass 
in Spanish for about 50 people in 
1979, and there were tensions im- 
mediately — and not just between 
blacks and Hispanics. Some older 
Hispanic parishioners harbored 
resentment toward the new ar- 
rivals. “They called it ‘wet back’ 
Mass,” Banks said. “I think there 
was a jealousy there.” 

The church held its first 
quinceanera the same year, and 
Banks went to a mission in Bo- 
livia for three months to learn 
Spanish. 

He left St. Lawrence in the 
mid-1980s to work at San Loren- 
zo Seminary in Santa Ynez, near 
Santa Barbara, and when he re- 
turned a decade later, Hispanic 
immigration had transformed the 
Watts parish, which has grown 
from 700 families in the mid- 
1970s to 3,000 today. More than 
90 percent of the congregation is 
Hispanic. 

Banks’ position in the church 
changed too. He would have to 
“walk between the raindrops.” 

“T didn’t want the blacks to feel 
that now I was going to abandon 
them and go over to the Latinos,” 
he said. “So I always had to try to 
say I’m for all. A child is a child, 
a hungry person is a hungry 
person.” 
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Tricare shift affects 6 million beneficiaries 


ix million military health- 
care beneficiaries, those 
who live in Tricare’s North 
and South regions, will 
have new managed care support 
contractors and claim processors 
to deal with by April of next year. 

In a surprise development, two 
of three current Tricare con- 
tractors — Health Net Federal 
Services and Humana Military 
Healthcare Services — lost to 
rival firms in their bids to handle 
next-generation support  con- 
tracts. The three contracts are 
worth a total of $55.5 billion over 
five years. 

Support contractors are criti- 
cal to how beneficiaries perceive 
benefits. They run Tricare’s tri- 
ple option of managed care (Tri- 
care Prime), preferred provider 
network (Tricare Extra) and fee- 
for-service insurance (Tricare 
Standard). Contractors build and 
manage provider networks, and 
control care referrals, enroll- 


ment, claims processing and cus- 
tomer service. 

Aetna Government Health 
Plans of Hartford, Conn., will 
take over from Health Net in the 
North Region for 3 million benefi- 
ciaries in Connecticut, Delaware, 
District of Columbia, Illinois, In- 
diana, Iowa (Rock Island Arsenal 
area only); Kentucky (except Fort 
Campbell area); Maine, Mary- 
land, Massachusetts, Michigan, 
Missouri (St. Louis area only); 
New Hampshire, New Jersey, 
New York, North Carolina, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, Ver- 
mont, Virginia, West Virginia, 
and Wisconsin. 

UnitedHealth Military & Vet- 
erans Services of Minnetonka, 
Minn., will take over the South 
Region from Humana. Its 2.9 
million beneficiaries live in Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Florida, Geor- 
gia, Kentucky (Fort Campbell 
area only), Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, Oklahoma, South Carolina, 
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Tennessee, and Texas (excluding 
areas of Western Texas). United- 
Health also will administer the 
Continued Health Care Benefit 
Program, which provides premi- 
um-based transition health cov- 
erage to beneficiaries who lose 
military benefits. 

TriWest Healthcare Alliance 
of Phoenix, Ariz., will remain 
Tricare’s support contractor for 
2.7 million beneficiaries in the 
West Region. 

It won’t be known for another 
week or two whether losing bid- 
ders will file official protests. 
Barring any legal delays, health 
care delivery under the new con- 
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tracts will begin April 1 after a 
10-month transition. 

Joyce Wessel Raezer, director 
of government relations for the 
National Military Family Associ- 
ation (NMFA), said this dramatic 
shift in contractors, affecting 
two-thirds of beneficiaries, was 
unexpected and creates uncer- 
tainties in a military community 
already under enormous stress. 

“We were thinking maybe one 
incumbent would go, because you 
don’t want to have such big con- 
tracts in a small group [of firms] 
forever. But the idea that two 
would go? Looking at how this 
might affect military families, 
I’m a little nervous,” Raezer said. 

Under current contracts, the 
Tricare system “matured and 
became a source of stability in a 
very unstable time,” Raezer said. 
Any big complaints today involve 
base clinics and hospitals, “not 
the contractor side,” she added. 

Tricare officials say the new 
contracts will ensure a smooth 
transition with no decline in 
quality of care or services. Mili- 
tary treatment facilities will still 
be the center of the system, the 
first choice for patient care. But 
incentives are designed to im- 
prove contractor performance, 
the quality of clinical care and 
disease management, and en- 
courage cost efficiencies. 

Tricare Prime and Extra still 
will be available in the areas sur- 
rounding existing military treat- 
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ment facilities and at designated 
base-closure areas. However, 
managed care networks now 
run more than 40 miles from a 
military treatment facility are ex- 
pected to disappear. 

“We knew there weren’t going 
to be as many Prime Service 
Areas,” said Raezer. 

This shouldn’t impact active- 
duty families who still will have 
access to Tricare Prime Remote 
benefits. A greater concern with 
turnover in contractors, she said, 
will be ensuring that change or- 
ders to current contracts that help 
the “most vulnerable” — wounded 
warriors, special needs children 
and chronically ill patients — 
don’t fall away in the transition. 

“And every contractor has de- 
veloped some sort of system to 
support wounded servicemem- 
bers in their region,” said Raezer. 
“A lot of these initiatives weren’t 
in the RFP” — Request for Pro- 
posal — that Aetna and United- 
Health answered to win their 
contracts. So will these changes 
survive? 

“T’m not saying they can’t do it 
but it needs a lot of attention at a 
very high level in the Department 
of Defense and a lot of coordina- 
tion,” she said.

Time to ‘boldly go’ once more — to Mars

n the spring morning in 1927 when 
Charles Lindbergh set off alone 


across the Atlantic Ocean, only a 
handful of explorer-adventurers were ca- 
pable of even attempting the feat. Many 
had tried before Lindbergh’s successful 
flight, but all had failed and many lost 
their lives in the process. Most people then 
thought transatlantic travel was an impos- 
sible dream. But 40 years later, 20,000 
people a day were safely flying the same 
route that the “Lone Eagle” had voyaged. 
Transatlantic flight had become routine. 

Forty years ago this week, Neil Arm- 
strong, Mike Collins and I began our 
quarter-million-mile journey through the 
blackness of space to reach the moon. 

Neil and I walked its dusty ancient soil, 
becoming the first humans to stand upon 
another world. Yet today, no nation — in- 
cluding our own — is capable of sending 
anyone beyond Earth’s orbit, much less 
deeper into space. 

For the past four years, NASA has been 
on a path to resume lunar exploration 
with people, duplicating (in a more com- 
plicated fashion) what Neil, Mike and our 
colleagues did four decades ago. But this 
approach — called the “Vision for Space 
Exploration” — is not visionary; nor will 
it ultimately be successful in restoring 
American space leadership. Like its Apollo 
predecessor, this plan will prove to be a 
dead end littered with broken spacecraft, 
broken dreams and broken policies. 

Instead, I propose a new Unified Space 
Vision, a plan to ensure American space 
leadership for the 21st century. It wouldn’t 
require building new rockets from scratch, 
as current plans do, and it would make 
maximum use of the capabilities we have 
without breaking the bank. It is a reason- 
able and affordable plan — if we again 
think in visionary terms. 

On television and in movies, “Star Trek” 
showed what could be achieved when we 
dared to “boldly go where no man has gone 
before.” In real life, ’'ve traveled that path, 
and I know that with the right goal and sup- 
port from most Americans, we can boldly 
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go, again. 

A race to the moon is a dead end. While 
the lunar surface can be used to develop 
advanced technologies, it is a poor location 
for homesteading. The moon is a lifeless, 
barren world, its stark desolation matched 
by its hostility to all living things. And re- 
playing the glory days of Apollo will not 
advance the cause of American space lead- 
ership or inspire the support and enthusi- 
asm of the public and the next generation 
of space explorers. 

Now, I am not suggesting that America 
abandon the moon entirely, only that it forgo 
a moon-focused race. As the moon should 
be for all mankind, we should return there 
as part of an internationally led coalition. 
Using the landers and heavy-lift boosters 
developed by our partners, we could test 
on the moon the tools and equipment that 
we will need for our ultimate destination: 
homesteading Mars by way of its moons. 

Let the lunar surface be the ultimate 
global commons while we focus on more 
distant and sustainable goals to revitalize 
our space program. Our next generation 
must think boldly in terms of a goal for 
the space program: Mars for America’s 
future. I am not suggesting a few visits to 
plant flags and do photo ops but a journey 
to make the first homestead in space: an 
American colony on a new world. 

Robotic exploration of Mars has yielded 
tantalizing clues about what was once a 
water-soaked planet. Deep beneath the 
soils of Mars may lie trapped frozen water, 
possibly with traces of still-extant primi- 
tive life forms. Climate change on a vast 
scale has reshaped Mars. With Earth in the 
throes of its own climate evolution, human 
outposts on Mars could be a laboratory to 
study these changes. And the best way to 
study Mars is with the hands, eyes and ears 
of a geologist, first at a moon orbiting Mars 
and then on the Red Planet’s surface. 

Mobilizing the space program to focus on 
a human colony on Mars while at the same 
time helping our international partners 
explore the moon on their own would gal- 
vanize public support for space exploration 
and provide a cause to inspire America’s 


young students. Mars exploration would 
renew our space industry by opening up 
technology development to all players, not 
just the traditional big aerospace contrac- 
tors. If we avoided the pitfall of aiming 
solely for the moon, we could be on Mars 
by the 60th anniversary year of our Apollo 
11 flight. 

Much has been said recently about the 
Vision for Space Exploration and the fu- 
ture of the international space station. As 
we all reflect upon our historic lunar jour- 
ney and the future of the space program, 
I challenge America’s leaders to think 
boldly and look beyond the moon. Yes, my 
vision of “Mars for America” requires bold 
thinking. But as my friend and Gemini 
crewmate Jim Lovell has noted, our Apollo 
days were a time when we did bold things 
in space to achieve leadership. It is time we 
were bold again in space. 





Buzz Aldrin was the second man to walk on the 
moon. He served as the Gemini 12 mission pilot 
in 1966, as well as the lunar module pilot on the 
Apollo 11 mission in 1969. His book “Magnificent 
Desolation” was published last month. This 
column first appeared in The Washington Post.

against two Seattle at- 
torneys and a Houston ,.

then netted more than $1 million 
by selling shares before the stock 
collapsed. 

The SEC said David M. Otto and 
Todd Van Siclen used misleading 
press releases and Web profiles to 
tout the nonexistent, anti-aging bev- 
erages and nutritional supplements 
of Seattle-based MitoPharm Corp. 
Also charged were MitoPharm 
and its chief executive, Pak Peter 
Cheung, and Houston-based stock 
promoter Charles Bingham and his 
company Wall Street PR Inc. 

Otto’s attorney, Jeffrey B. Coo- 
persmith, said the SEC’s “misguid- 
ed bureaucratic machinery” got its 
facts wrong. 


States ask FCC’s OK to 
jam prison cell phones 


& COLUMBIA — A South- 

ern prison official says 
correctional leaders from more 
than two dozen states have signed 
a petition asking permission to 
jam cell phone signals inside state 
penitentiaries and thwart inmates’ 
forbidden phone calls. 

South Carolina Corrections Di- 
rector Jon Ozmint said his petition 
bears signatures from corrections 
directors in 25 states and three cit- 
ies. Ozmint says contraband cell 
phones allow inmates to commu- 
nicate and plan other crimes. In- 
mates in several states have been 
accused of doing just that. 

Under current law, the FCC can 
allow only federal — not state or 
local — authorities permission to 
jam cell phone signals. 


Small plane crashes 
in cranberry bog 


VA ROCHESTER — Four 


people on a small single- 
engine turboprop plane escaped 
serious injury when it crashed into 
a Rochester cranberry bog. 

Fire Chief Scott Weigel told The 
Standard Times of New Bedford 
the pilot and three passengers suf- 
fered bruises and abrasions when 
the Cessna 172 crash landed into 
the bog at Great Bear Farms. 

Authorities say the plane, bound 
for Martha’s Vineyard from Nash- 
ua, N.H., experienced engine prob- 
lems. The plane suffered damage 
to its undercarriage, propellor and 
nose section. 


‘Choose Life’ license 
plates see brisk sales 


\V/ NORFOLK — The Virgin- 

ia Department of Motor 
Vehicles says it’s received nearly 
600 applications for the state’s new 
“Choose Life” specialty license 
plate. 

Lawmakers approved the plate 
this year and Gov. Timothy Kaine 
signed the legislation, over objec- 
tions by abortion rights advocates. 

Virginia joins 23 other states 
that offer the “Choose Life” plate. 

Under state law, more than 350 
people must sign up for a plate be- 
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fore the DMV can produce it. DMV 
spokeswoman Melanie Stokes said 
the agency has processed 590 paid 
applications. 


After 7 years, judge 
rules against teacher 


C A LOS ANGELES — A Los 


Angeles Unified School 
District special education teacher 
who has been paid to stay away 
from classrooms for more than 
seven years while the district tried 
to fire him for alleged sexual ha- 
rassment should be dismissed, a 
county Superior Court judge has 
ruled. 

Matthew Kim, who formerly 
taught at Grant High School in the 
San Fernando Valley, is accused of 
groping and making inappropriate 
comments to several students and 
co-workers. Kim, who was born 
with cerebral palsy and is confined 
to a wheelchair, was assigned to a 
district office in 2002 after the al- 
legations and was paid his full sal- 
ary and benefits. 

The superior court judge ruled 
that a three-member commission 
that had recommended Kim be 
returned to the classroom ignored 
evidence that Kim was sexually 
harassing co-workers and _ stu- 
dents and said the commission was 
changing “the facts of the case to 
support its prior decision instead 
of changing its prior decision to 
one that is supported by the facts 
of the case.”

A TEXARKANA — Jailed 
evangelist Tony Alamo 
“married” the underage girls he 
allegedly forced into sex, exchang- 
ing wedding vows and rings, pros- 
ecutors said in pre-trail hearings 

Alamo, 74, has pleaded not guilty 
to the 10-count federal indictment. 
FBI agents and Arkansas State 
Police troopers raided Alamo’s 
15-acre complex in Fouke on Sept. 
20, searching for evidence of child 
pornography. Agents arrested the 
evangelist five days later in Flag- 
staff, Ariz. 

Since the Fouke raid, state child- 
welfare officials have seized 36 
children associated with Alamo’s 
ministry. 


Comptroller: Rejecting 
raises will save $1M 


NEW YORK — New York 

City Comptroller William 
Thompson Jr. says his office will 
save $1 million by rejecting raises 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg ap- 
proved for nonunion city workers. 

The Democratic mayoral candi- 
date says he is forgoing raises for 
more than 100 people on his staff. 
Each makes more than $90,000, 
and the staffers’ average salary 
tops $121,000. 

Bloomberg announced a 4 per- 
cent raise for nearly 7,000 non- 
union workers. The nonunion 
workforce typically gets the same 
raises as the city’s largest union 
but did not get a boost last year. 

Thompson says the city should 
not give managers raises now be- 
cause of the struggling economy. 

Thompson’s $185,000 salary isn’t 
affected. He accepted a $25,000 
raise through City Council legisla- 
tion in 2006. 


Fuel tanker explodes, 
brings down overpass 


HAZEL PARK — An in- 

terstate north of Detroit 
was shut down following a gaso- 
line tanker explosion and overpass 
collapse. 

Flames shot hundreds of feet in 
the air from the site on Interstate 
75 in Hazel Park, about 10 miles 
north of downtown Detroit. 

Michigan State Police Lt. Shan- 
non Sims said the tanker was head- 
ed north on I-75 when it exploded 
beneath the 9 Mile Road overpass. 

Half the overpass collapsed onto 
the northbound lanes of I-75 while 
the rest remained standing, he 
said. 

Sims said authorities don’t yet 
know what caused the explosion.

Under the beating sun 


Zoo CEO sticks to 
euthanization warning 


VA BOSTON — The chief 


of the Boston area’s two 
major zoos is standing by state- 
ments that the facilities would shut 
down and some animals would 
have to be euthanized if the Leg- 
islature does not restore $4 million 
in state funding. 

John Linehan, president and 
chief executive of Zoo New Eng- 
land, told The Boston Globe that 
the zoos “just couldn’t make it.” 

Linehan, who runs the Franklin 
Park Zoo in Boston and the Stone 
Zoo in Stoneham, said as many as 
20 percent of the animals would 
be put down because it is unlikely 
officials could find new homes 
for them under current economic 
circumstances. 

Gov. Deval Patrick has said 
that no animal would be killed or 
was ever truly threatened with 
euthanasia. 


State reports reduction 
in air pollutants 


AUSTIN — State envi- 

ronmental regulators say 
air quality continues to improve in 
the Southeast Texas petrochemi- 
cal complex. 

The Air Pollutant Watch List 
kept by the Texas Commission on 
Environmental Quality consists 
of Texas areas where levels of 
certain pollutants reached levels 
of concern. The agency said in a 
statement that the levels of one air 
pollutant, 1,3-butadiene, have fall- 
en 75 percent in Port Neches since 
1996 and in Houston since 2004. 

The agency statement also said 
that hydrogen sulfide has been 
removed from a third area of con- 
cern in Beaumont after its levels 
remained below state standards 
since 2005. 


Stolen car that had 
2 children inside found 


C A COMPTON — Los Ange- 


les County sheriff’s depu- 
ties say two small children who 
were in a car that was stolen out- 
side a Norwalk business have been 
found and appear to be unharmed. 

Authorities say a citizen who 
heard an Amber Alert for the 
children recognized the Toyota 
Scion parked on a Compton street, 
about three hours after the vehicle 
was reported stolen. Sheriff’s Sgt. 
David Infante says the 2-year-old 
girl and 4-year-old boy were left in 
the car, apparently unharmed. No 
suspect has been found. 

The children’s father told detec- 
tives he left them in the car with 
the engine running while he went 
to run an errand. He said that when 
he returned two minutes later, the 
car was gone. 


Police: Warehouse fire 
caused by military flare 


W CUDAHY — Police say a 
massive fire that gutted 
part of a southeastern Wisconsin 
meatpacking plant started when a 
military flare landed on the roof. 

Cudahy police said there’s no 
indication the military fired the 
flare. 

Federal, state and local agencies 
are offering a $16,000 reward for 
information about who may have 
fired the flare, which ignited the 
Patrick Cudahy Inc. plant. The 
blaze lasted more than two days 
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and caused an estimated $50 mil- 
lion in damages. 

It also prompted a temporary 
evacuation of thousands of area 
residents because of the possibil- 
ity of an ammonia explosion.

NASCAR: Mayfield tested 


positive for second time 


Meth found in driver’s sample from July 6

Jeremy Mayfield tested posi- 
tive again for methamphetamine, 
NASCAR said, igniting another 
round of denials from the driver, 
who angrily accused the sanction- 
ing body of paying his stepmother 
to lie about his alleged past drug 
use. 

The positive result from a 
July 6 random test was included 
in a U.S. District Court filing 
Wednesday that asked the federal 
judge who lifted Mayfield’s drug 
suspension to reinstate the ban. 
The filing included an affidavit 
from Mayfield’s stepmother, Lisa, 
who said she witnessed the driver 
using methamphetamine at least 
30 times over seven years. 

“T don’t trust anything NAS- 
CAR does, anything Dr. David 
Black does, never have, never 
will,’ Mayfield told The Associ- 
ated Press in a phone interview. 
Black is the administrator for 
NASCAR’s drug-testing program. 

“And they picked the wrong 
woman to use against me because 
that [expletive] is trash and has 
got nothing on me but lies.” 


According to documents, Lisa 
Mayfield said she first saw the 
driver use meth in 1998 at a race 
shop in Mooresville, N.C. She said 
Mayfield cooked his own drugs 
until the ingredient pseudoephed- 
rine was taken off the shelves and 
it became too difficult for May- 
field to obtain the ingredients. 
She said her stepson then began 
to purchase meth from others. 

“Between 1998 and 2005, I am 
personally aware that Jeremy 
used methamphetamines often,” 
she said in her affidavit. “I was 
concerned about his heavy use 
and talked to his father about it. 
I saw Jeremy use methamphet- 
amine by snorting it up his nose 
at least 30 times during the 7 
years I was around him. Jeremy 
used methamphetamine not only 
in my presence, but also when 
we were both in the presence of 
others.” 

Mayfield contested his step- 
mother’s account. 

“She’s tried everything she can 
do to get money out of me. I won’t 
help her, so I guess she found a 
way to get money from NASCAR 
by giving them an affidavit full of 
lies,” he said. 


Mayfield was suspended May 
9 for failing a random drug test 
conducted eight days earlier. 
NASCAR later said he tested pos- 
itive for methamphetamine. 

Hesued,and U.S. District Judge 
Graham Mullen issued an injunc- 
tion July 1 that allowed Mayfield 
to return to competition. Mullen 
based his decision on Mayfield’s 
argument that the testing system 
is flawed and there was a reason- 
able likelihood of a false positive. 
He also gave NASCAR the right 
to test Mayfield at any time. 

NASCAR did just that five days 
later at Mayfield’s home and said 
in its filings that the “A” sample 
had levels of methamphetamine 
consistent with habitual users 
who consume high doses. 

“My only comment is that’s 
their result,’ Mayfield attorney 
John Buric said. “But what I want 
you to keep in mind is that test 
was performed by the defendants 
in the case. Aegis Laboratories 
and Dr. Black are defendants in 
this case. I don’t know if NASCAR 
has the right to ask the defendant 
to test Jeremy’s urine sample. It 
ought to be done independently, 
but NASCAR didn’t do that.” 





On July 6, Mayfield also had 
a second test at a lab chosen by 
his attorneys. Buric said that test 
came back negative but was sent 
back to the lab Wednesday for 
“reconfirmation” after the NAS- 
CAR test results were received. 

The filing also claims Mayfield 
and his attorneys have failed to 
select a qualified laboratory to 
test the backup “B” sample. Buric 
acknowledged the two sides are 
still haggling over a lab for the 
“B” sample and said NASCAR 
rejected the lab they picked.

ceremony while driving for Ray 
Evernham. She also said May- 
field used meth during a 1999 
trip to Myrtle Beach that preced- 
ed a race at nearby Darlington 
Raceway.

Fenway to host Bruins, Pens for Winter Classic

BOSTON — With Boston Red Sox re- 
liever Hideki Okajima playing catch in the 
outfield and a bright blue summer sky hov- 
ering over Fenway Park, Boston Bruins 
defenseman Aaron Ward stood on the in- 
field of the major leagues’ oldest ballpark 
and pretended to be miffed. 

“That’s how they got me down here,” he 
said. “They told me I was taking batting 
practice.” 

Not exactly. 

The NHL announced on Wednesday that 
the Bruins will play the Philadelphia Fly- 
ers at Fenway on New Year’s Day in the an- 
nual Winter Classic, an outdoor game that 
has become one of the league’s signature 


traditions since it began in 2008. Unlike 
previous years, when the annual outdoor 
game was played at Buffalo’s Ralph Wilson 
Stadium and Chicago’s Wrigley Field, this 
year’s NHL matchup will be part of a fes- 
tival that will include public skating and a 
college hockey game. 

Organizers are still working on bring- 
ing Hockey East rivals Boston College and 
defending NCAA champion Boston Univer- 
sity to Fenway in the days after the Winter 
Classic, according to a person involved in 
the negotiations who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because the deal was not final. 

“Boston is a perfect fit for the World 
Classic,’ Mayor Tom Menino said, adding 
that the public skating will “give families 
and children a chance to experience the 
ice just like their favorite players.” 


Judging from the reaction of the Bruins 
and Flyers who attended the announce- 
ment, it will be a thrill for them, as well. 
The players marveled at the field around 
them, posed for pictures at home plate and 
in front of the Green Monster and even 
went inside the manual scoreboard built 
into the famous left-field wall. 

“We’re lucky we have boards here, be- 
cause back home we played outside and 
instead of boards we’d have bales of straw 
and hay to keep the puck from going too far 
off the ice,” said Flyers defenseman Bray- 
don Coburn, who grew up playing on lakes 
and ponds in Saskatchewan. “This is going 
to be just great, especially with the scen- 
ery with the Green Monster right behind 
us and playing at Fenway. Playing the Bos- 
ton Bruins, one of our rivals, is going to be 


real special.” 

Flyers backup goalie Brian Boucher, a 
native of Woonsocket, R.I., grew up as a 
Red Sox fan and has tickets to see them 
play later this month. 

“That makes it even more special,” he 
said. 

The NHL also announced the rest of the 
2009-10 schedule, with the Pittsburgh Pen- 
guins slated to celebrate their Stanley Cup 
title when they raise the championship 
banner to the Mellon Arena roof on Oct. 2 
to kick off next season. 

Pittsburgh, in its final season in Mellon 
Arena, will welcome the New York Rang- 
ers in its home opener. The following day 
all 30 teams will be in action, marking the 
first of two days when every NHL club will 
hit the ice.

anica Patrick and 
Paul Tracy are two of 
a kind and what the 
IndyCar Series needs 
in these difficult economic times. 
They attract attention — on and 
off the racetrack. 

There’s one big difference, 
though. Patrick, 27, whose con- 
tract with Andretti Green Racing 
is up after this season, has the 
luxury of knowing she can drive 
next year for any team she wants. 
Tracy, 40, wonders if he’ll have a 
regular ride in 2010. 

And the current IndyCar Series 
media guide doesn’t help matters: 
Buddy Rice, who hasn’t raced this 
year, is in it. Tracy, who’s run four 
races, isn’t. “I wish I got the same 
attention from the league as I get 


from my fans,” said Tracy, who 
grew up in the West Hill neigh- 
borhood of suburban Toronto. 
“T’m not going to get frustrated. 
I’m just happy to be in the car.” 

Tracy raced for 17 years in the 
series that began as CART and 
then became Champ Car. He won 
the championship in 2003 and his 
31 victories are the most of any 
active driver in the open-wheel 
sport. 

Tracy, who lives in Las Vegas, 
lost his full-time ride before the 
start of the 2008 season when 
team owner Gerald Forsythe de- 
cided not to make the transition 
from Champ Car to the IndyCar 
Series as part of the long-awaited 
unification of the American open- 
wheel series. 

It was a blow for a driver many 
consider among the most colorful 
and talented in the business. 

“It’s been extremely frustrat-

ing for him,” said former open- 
wheel champion Jimmy Vasser, 
who co-owns KV Racing Tech- 
nology (KVRT) with Kevin Kalk- 
hoven.

Or French Canadian driver 
Alex Tagliani, who has tangled 
numerous times on track with 
Tracy. Tagliani ended up in a 
shoving match in the pits with 
Tracy after an accident three 
years ago at San Jose, later sug- 
gesting that maybe Tracy “should 
wear a Straitjacket because that’s 
the only thing that could keep 
him under control.” 

“People get excited when I 
drive,” Tracy said. 

They have since he became the 
youngest Canadian Formula Ford 
champion in history when he won 
the title at age 16 in 1985. Six 
years later, Tracy made his rookie 
debut with Dale Coyne Racing at 
Long Beach and in 1992 signed 
with Team Penske in midseason 
to serve as atest driver. He wound 
up starting 11 races, had three 
podium finishes, including run- 
ner-up efforts at Michigan and 
Mid-Ohio, and his career took off. 

Tracy finished third in the se- 
ries championship in 1993 and 
tied champion Nigel Mansell for 
most victories with five. 

Tracy’s aggressive, no-holds- 
barred style has probably cost 
him a championship or two, but 
Canadians revel in his lone title 
six years ago. He became the 
first driver in 32 years to win 
the first three races of a season, 
taking St. Petersburg, Monterey 
and Long Beach after earning 
front-row starts in all three. And 
in Toronto he had perhaps his fin- 
est moment, leading all 115 laps 
in front of his hometown crowd 
on the tricky street course. That 
prompted the fans to sing the Ca- 
nadian national anthem after he 
took the checkered flag. 

Tracy’s best finish this year 
was ninth at Indianapolis and he 
hasn’t won since 2007. Still, Vass- 
er is not alone in seeing a driver 
with the skill and desire to com- 
pete at the highest level. 

“He’s plenty talented, he’s in 
good shape,” said former open- 
wheel star Al Unser Jr., a driver 
coach for the IndyCar Series. “If 
he could just do it more often, then 
he’s in the car all the time, he’s at 
all the races, he’s racing with the 
front-runners of the sport and 
he’d be up front.”

League giving fans 
chance to sound off

NEW YORK — The No Fun 
League is loosening up. The NFL 
— the National Football League, 
that is — plans to let fans post 
comments on its Web site and 
to reach deals to make its video 
more widely available. 

That a business wants to use 
multimedia to interact with cus- 
tomers is hardly news in 2009. But 
when that business is so image- 
conscious it earned the No Fun 
nickname, relinquishing highly 
valued control is a major step. 

As commissioner Roger 
Goodell said recently, “One of 
the things that’s been a founda- 
tion of our success is controlling 
our content.” On a panel discuss- 
ing e-commerce in late June 
in Philadelphia, Goodell called 
that balancing act “a funda- 
mental question we’re debating 
internally.” 

“What worries us is that they 
take content and sometimes those 
messages aren’t particularly pos- 
itive,’ he said. “We worry about 
that a little bit, the impact on the 
brand.” 

But, he added, “I’m on the side 
of saying that that’s the way the 
world is moving.” 

NFL executive Brian Rolapp 
likes to quote a famous line from 
the former CEO of Intel: “A fun- 
damental rule in technology says 
that whatever can be done will be 
done.” 

Soif fans wantto rip the league’s 
officiating, or mock its leadership, 
they’re going to do it somewhere 
in cyberspace whether or not the 
NFL sanctions it. 

The league began allowing fans 
to comment — but only on articles 
—on NFL.com early last season. 

That will expand dramatically 
this coming season, Rolapp, the 
league’s senior vice president in 
charge of media strategy, told 
The Associated Press. 

Fans will be able to comment 
on specific games, teams, play- 
ers. They’ll also have the ability 
to create individual profiles in the 
NFL’s own version of social net- 
working. Automatic filters and 
staff will monitor the comments 
to remove offensive language and 
hate speech. 

“But if somebody says a club 


made a terrible draft pick, we’re 
not going to monitor that,” Rolapp 
said. 


Dansby gets franchise tag 
for second year in row 


PHOENIX — Karlos Dansby 
will be the Arizona Cardinals’ 
franchise player for the second 
successive season. 

The linebacker failed to reach 
a long-term agreement with the 
team by Wednesday’s deadline, 
meaning he will keep the fran- 
chise tag for this season. 

It also means he will earn the 
average salary of the top five- 
paid players at his position, about 
$9.7 million. 


Colts adding sponsor patch 
to practice jerseys 


INDIANAPOLIS — The India- 
napolis Colts are adding a spon- 
sor logo to their practice jerseys. 

The team said Wednesday it has 
reached an agreement for players 
to wear an Indiana Farm Bureau 
Insurance patch when they open 
training camp Aug. 3 in Terre 
Haute, Ind. 

NFL owners voted in March to 
permit the sponsor patches. The 
league does not allow corporate 
logos to be displayed on game jer- 
seys. The New York Jets will have 
the logo of Atlantic Health, a New 
Jersey-based health care provid- 
er, on their practice jerseys. 


McNair left no will; 
widow will oversee estate 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. — The 
widow of slain former NFL quar- 
terback Steve McNair said in 
court documents that her hus- 
band left no will and a judge in 
Nashville has ruled that she will 
oversee his estate. 

Davidson County Probate 
Judge Randy Kennedy granted 
Mechelle McNair’s request to ad- 
minister the estate and gave her 
60 days to file an inventory of her 
late husband’s assets. She said in 
court documents that she did not 
know her late husband’s worth, but 
documents contend it is “of suffi- 
cient size to be administered.” 

Mechelle McNair listed her- 
self and her two sons, Tyler and 
Trenton McNair, as the heirs to 
the estate.

Acquiring veterans before 
the July 31 non-waiver deadline 
seems just as likely as losing 
them. The offense could use a 
boost after spending most of the 
first half of the season as the low- 
est-scoring unit in the majors. 


Bues keep

PITTSBURGH — There’s an 
ageless expression concerning 
players who don’t seem to devel- 
op and might need nudging out 
the door: Get ’em good, or get ’em 
gone. 

The Pittsburgh Pirates, sink- 
ing fast once again during what 
might be a record-setting season 
of losing, appear to take a differ- 
ent approach. They get ’em good, 
then they get ’em gone. 

The Pirates who begin the tra- 
ditional second half of the sea- 
son Friday at home against San 
Francisco won't be the group that 
began the season in April, thanks 
to the unexpected trades of for- 
mer NL All-Star Nate McLouth 
and Nyjer Morgan — the third 
and fourth starting outfielders to 
be dealt since last July. 

Each time, the explanation was 
the same: The Pirates must up- 
grade throughout their system, 
and acquiring good prospects 
means giving up something in 
return. That’s meant Jason Bay, 
Xavier Nady, McLouth and Mor- 
gan, with NL All-Star infielder 
Freddy Sanchez, first baseman 
Adam LaRoche and left-hander 
Zach Duke possibly to follow by 
the July 31 trading deadline.

What does Washburn, who is 
6-6 with a 2.96 ERA, expect to 
happen? 

“Hopefully, we keep winning 
and I’m here,” he said before the 
All-Star break. 

“If I end up getting moved it’ll 
probably mean we haven’t played 
good ball these two next weeks 
and something negative is hap- 
pening here.” 

The Mariners know all about 


negative. They haven’t been to 
the playoffs since 2001. Last 
year, they fired general manager 
Bill Bavasi and manager John 
McLaren while losing 101 games. 

First-time GM Jack Zduriencik 
and manager Don Wakamatsu ar- 
rived for a start-over season. They 
brought in a new coaching staff, 
new first baseman, new designat- 
ed hitter, new closer, new short- 
stop, new left fielder, new center

All this swapping hasn’t 
changed much on the field. The 
Pirates are aseason-low 12 games 
under .500 at 38-50 after losing 
four in a row and 11 of 14, a re- 
cord that’s even worse than their 
44-50 at the break a year ago. 
There hasn’t been much prog- 
ress during a season that began 
with primary owner Bob Nutting 
emphasizing that measurable im- 
provement was needed. 

The Pirates’ problems, and 
they are many, are nearly the 
same as any of the past 16 Pirates 
teams that finished below .500: 
Not enough pitching depth, not 
enough power, not enough of al- 
most everything. The Pirates are 
15th (of 16) in the NL in homers, 
10th in ERA, 11th in opponents’ 
batting average, 14th in road re- 
cord (16-33) and 15th in divisional 
play (12-25 vs. the NL Central). 

For every upside, such as 
Duke’s improvement (3.29 ERA, 
three complete games), there’s 
a downslide like Ian Snell’s self- 
imposed demotion to the minors 
after he went 2-8 with a 5.36 
ERA. There’s also been more of 
the peculiar, such as the Hous- 
ton Astros’ Mike Hampton going 
4-0 against the Pirates and 1-6 
against everybody else. 

With McLouth, Bay and Nady 
gone since a year ago, no out- 


fielder has more than the five 
homers of Garrett Jones, who 
has been with the club for only 11 
games. Rookie center fielder An- 
drew McCutchen (.292, 2 HRs, 23 
RBIs) has been very good since 
his post-McLouth trade callup, 
but no right fielder has produced. 
Brandon Moss has only three 
homers in 220 at-bats. 

“We’ve got some things to work 
on,’ manager John Russell said 
after the Pirates were swept by 
Philadelphia in three games last 
weekend. “We’re young, we’re 
growing, guys are starting to 
develop.” 

The Pirates’ problem has been 
that every time a player starts to 
develop, it seems he must be the 
latest to move on during a seem- 
ingly endless cycle of rebuilding. 

General manager Neal Hun- 
tington and president Frank 
Coonelly emphasize that patience 
is necessary because much need- 
ed to be fixed. But a Pirates fan 
who began first grade in 1993 and 
now, 16 years later, is graduating 
from college without once seeing 
a winner probably is short on pa- 
tience. After all, the Pirates are 
on the verge of becoming the first 
major American pro sports team 
to endure 17 consecutive losing 
seasons. 


fielder — and a new approach: 
stockpiling young prospects in 
the minor leagues instead of sign- 
ing overpriced free agents. 

A quick start slogged into a 
middling May and June. Then 
came a surge of 16 victories in 
25 games, including five victories 
on a treacherous nine-game trip 
against the Los Angeles Dodgers, 
New York Yankees and Boston 
Red Sox. 

The revitalized Mariners are 
46-42, four games behind the 
Angels in the AL West. That’s 
11 more victories and 14 games 
better in the standings than they 
were at this time last year. 

It puts Zduriencik in a quanda- 
ry: buy in the trade market to win 
now, or sell veterans to restock 
the farm. 

“It’s a tough situation,” said 
Wakamatsu, who was in St. Louis 
on Monday and Tuesday as a 
coach for the AL in the All-Star 
game. “I told Jack at the start of 
the year, ‘My job is to put pres- 
sure on you.’ I think we’ve done 
that.” 

Zduriencik would give you his 
checking account information 
and Social Security number be- 
fore he’d reveal potential moves. 
All he will say is the overarching 
goal is to add prospects to the de- 
pleted minor league system. 

Dealing Washburn or Bedard 
would likely bring plenty of 
those. 

Like Washburn, Bedard, 30, is 
left-handed, a valued commod- 
ity in a pennant race. But he was 
out from June 8 until last week 


because of inflammation in his 
pitching shoulder, then struggled 
to get through 52/3 innings against 
Texas on Sunday. 

Bedard is finishing the $7.75 
million contract he signed for 
this year to avoid arbitration. He 
has said he wouldn’t mind staying 
and that he isn’t thinking about 
the trade deadline. Last month 
he claimed he didn’t even know 
when it was. 

Wakamatsu has a simple an- 
swer for what to do with Bedard, 
who was obtained last year from 
Baltimore in exchange for five 
players and is 5-2 with a sterling 
2.63 ERA in 13 starts. 

“T’d keep him,” he said. 

Yet he knows it’s complicated. 
Do the Mariners keep Bedard 
in an attempt to make the play- 
offs this fall, then lose him to 
free agency with the possibility 
of gaining compensatory draft 
picks? Can the Mariners count 
on the brittle Bedard to pitch into 
the seventh or eighth inning? Will 
he even qualify statistically as 
a top-grade, Type-A free agent 
worthy of those extra draft picks, 
given his many injuries the past 
two seasons? 

Those answers might come 
during the next two weeks. 

“We talked about creating an 
environment here,’ Wakamatsu 
said. “You heard Washburn say, 
you heard Bedard say, ‘I want to 
come back.’ That’s a good feeling 
for me, when guys want to contin- 
ue. Not only them, but when it gets 
around the league, it’s healthy for 
the Seattle Mariners.”

Contenders want Halladay 
to tip balance their way

Roy Halladay got a warm 
greeting from St. Louis fans dur- 
ing the red-carpet parade for the 
All-Star Game. They chanted 
“We want Roy!” as he sat on the 
back of a vehicle and waved. 

Get in line. The Toronto Blue 
Jays ace is sure to be a popular 
guy over the next couple weeks. 

Halladay’s future is the most 
pressing question as_ baseball 
revs up for an intriguing second 
half, with muddled division races 
that once again could come down 
to the final days. Toronto General 
manager J.P. Ricciardi is listen- 
ing to offers for the 2003 AL Cy 
Young Award winner, making the 
right-hander the biggest chip on 
the open market ahead of the July 
31 non-waiver trade deadline. 

Halladay could tip the bal- 
ance in the AL East if the New 
York Yankees, Boston Red Sox 
or Tampa Bay Rays make the 
best offer, or boost Philadelphia’s 
chances of winning a second con- 
secutive World Series. Contend- 
ing teams across baseball are 
salivating at the thought of insert- 
ing the ace into their rotation. 

“Obviously, I’m somewhere 
that I enjoy being and have spent 
my entire career. There’s a lot, I 
think, that goes into it,” said Hal- 
laday, who would have to agree 
to any deal. “I think as a player, 
there’s that will to win, that will 
to do it in October and basically 
that’s what all of this has been 
about. I would like that chance.” 

Any number of clubs would 
like to give him that opportunity, 


including each of Toronto’s big- 
gest rivals in the East. The Blue 
Jays’ division is still the toughest 
in baseball, showing off its top- 
to-bottom strength during the 
American League’s 4-3 victory 
over the NL on Tuesday night. 

Tampa Bay’s Carl Crawford 
made a highlight-reel catch and 
won the MVP award. Boston 
closer Jonathan Papelbon got the 
decision, and New York’s Maria- 
no Rivera finished for his record 
fourth All-Star save. Even lowly 
Baltimore got into the act, with 
Adam Jones hitting a tiebreaking 
sacrifice fly in the eighth inning. 

The Blue Jays, who dropped 
back after a fast start, are talent- 
ed enough to hurt the division’s 
top teams down the stretch, even 
if they decide to trade their best 
pitcher. Boston and New York 
were tied for the lead heading 
into the final weekend of the first 
half, but the Red Sox won three 
straight against Kansas City and 
the Yankees were swept by the 
Los Angeles Angels. 

Don’t forget about the defend- 
ing AL champion Rays, either. 
Tampa Bay was 6/2 games back. 

“We have asmall payroll. We’re 
always going to be underdogs, 
and I love that,” Rays slugger 
Carlos Pena said. “To know that 
we haven’t played I think up to 
our full potential, and we’re still 
in the race, is comforting.” 

The Phillies weren’t waiting 
around to see what the Blue Jays 
decide to do with Halladay. The 
NL East leaders agreed to a $1 
million, one-year contract with 
Pedro Martinez over the All-Star 
break and are hoping the three-

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Gattis wile says she’s innocent 
in a letter written from jail cell

RIO DE JANEIRO — Arturo 
Gatti’s wife, accused of strangling 
the former boxing champion with 
her purse strap, proclaimed her 
innocence and love for her dead 
husband in a letter given to The 
Associated Press on Wednesday. 

Although declining to be inter- 
viewed from her jail cell in the 
northeastern Brazil city of Rec- 
ife, Amanda Rodrigues handed 
over a letter written in red ink. 

“This is a pain that has become 
inexplicable and intolerable, this 
loss and this malicious accusa- 
tion,” Rodrigues wrote. “I lost my 
husband!” 

Rodrigues, 23, told investiga- 
tors she awoke about 6 a.m. Sat- 
urday to find her husband’s body 
in the apartment they rented in 
Porto de Galinhas, a seaside re- 
sort in Pernambuco state. She 
then called police. 

Investigators said she was the 
only suspect and they are certain 
she killed Gatti in the apartment 
where they and their 10-month- 
old son arrived for a second hon- 
eymoon last week. The boy was 
unhurt and was in the care of Ro- 
drigues’ family. 

“T’m innocent and I know that 
this will be proven in a few days,” 
Rodrigues wrote. 

But those who knew Gatti and 
Rodrigues in the United States 
and Canada have said their rela- 
tionship was rocky at best. “She 
was yelling all the time, they were 
always fighting and she’d say, 
‘T’m going to kill you!’ when they 
fought,” Gatti’s mother, Ida, told 
the AP by phone from Montreal. 

According to records at the 
Court of Quebec’s criminal and 
penal division, Gatti was charged 
April 16 for violating a restraining 
order that had been filed against 
him. The records didn’t indicate 
who filed the restraining order, 
but Gatti’s mother confirmed that 
it was Rodrigues who had taken 
one out against him. She offered 
no other details. 

“The people most important to 
my life, who know us, know the 
size of our love,” she wrote. “What 
hurts me is knowing the suffer- 
ing of my family and friends. 
What hurts me is to know that my 
husband will not be in my house 
waiting for my return.” 


Report: Ex-gym owner 
subpoenaed in Clemens case 


NEW YORK — The Daily News 
in New York reports that a former 
gym owner in the Houston area 
has been issued a subpoena by 
the Washington grand jury inves- 
tigating whether Roger Clemens 
lied to Congress about using per- 
formance-enhancing drugs. 

The Daily News cited uniden- 
tified sources saying that Kelly 
Blair received the subpoena 
Monday ordering him to appear 
before the grand jury. 

The Daily News also reported 
Blair told friends that several 
others associated with the gym, 
which was linked to the distribu- 
tion of performance-enhancing 
drugs, have received subpoenas. 

Trainer Brian McNamee has 
told Congress and federal inves- 


tigators he injected Clemens with 
performance-enhancing drugs 
from 1998 to 2001 or 2002. Clem- 
ens has denied those claims. 

One of McNamee’s attorneys, 
Richard Emery, said he believes 
the subpoenas issued to Blair and 
his associates indicate the Justice 
Department has gone beyond Mc- 
Namee’s claims as it investigates 
Clemens. 


QB Harrell signs 
with Saskatchewan of CFL 


REGINA, Saskatchewan — Re- 
cord-setting quarterback Graham 
Harrell of Texas Tech signed a 
contract with the Saskatchewan 
Roughriders of the Canadian 
Football League on Thursday. 

Harrell, the NCAA Division 
I career leader in touchdown 
passes, wasn’t drafted in the 
NFL. His workout with the Cleve- 
land Browns did not result in a 
contract. 

Harrell had to fight the percep- 
tion that his numbers were the 
product of Texas Tech’s offensive 
system and he didn’t have the arm 
strength to succeed in the NFL. 

The Roughriders are two 
games into their season and have 
three quarterbacks on their ros- 
ter. Their starter is former North 
Carolina quarterback Darian 
Durant, who had only four ca- 
reer CFL starts coming into the 
season. 


Japan defeats U.S. 
in college baseball 


TOKYO — Japan took advan- 
tage of two errors in the bottom 
of the 11th inning to defeat the 
United States 8-7 in the deciding 
fifth game of the college baseball 
championship series Thursday. 

Shuta Koike walked and ad- 
vanced to third on a throwing 
error by pitcher Sonny Gray. Ma- 
sayoshi Kato then hit a grounder 
to shortstop Christian Colon, 
whose error allowed Koike to 
score the winning run. 

The Americans took a 7-4 lead 
with three runs in the top of the 
ninth, but the Japanese team 
scored three in the bottom of the 
inning to send the game into extra 
innings. 

Yusuke Nomura picked up the 
victory after holding the Ameri- 
cans scoreless over the final two 
innings. Gray was the loser. 


Summer Bird to race 
against Rachel Alexandra 


OCEANPORT, N.J. — Train- 
er Tim Ice is looking forward 
to sending his Belmont Stakes 
winner Summer Bird against 
Preakness winner Rachel Alex- 
andra in next month’s Haskell 
Invitational. 

“T’m certainly not going to run 
away and look for another spot 
because the filly’s coming,” Ice 
said Wednesday. “If we beat her, 
then Summer Bird is the best 3- 
year-old. If she beats us, well, she 
was supposed to win.” 

Rachel Alexandra was the first 
filly in 85 years to win the Preak- 
ness, and in her second race 
against the boys she will attempt 
to become the second filly — the 
first since Serena’s Song in 1995 


— to win the Haskell at Mon- 
mouth Park on Aug. 2. 

In addition to the winners of 
two of the three Triple Crown 
races, the field could include Ar- 
kansas Derby winner Papa Clem, 
Tom Fool Handicap winner Mun- 
nings and stakes winners Atomic 
Rain, Big Drama, Bunker Hill 
and Duke of Mischief.

Todt, 63, announced his candi- 
dacy Thursday, a day after Mos- 
ley backed the Frenchman to lead 
the FIA as he announced he would 
not seek a fifth term in October. 
Todt is the second candidate to 
step forward after former world 
rally champion Ari Vatanen an- 
nounced his candidacy last week. 

Todt has been involved in 
motorsport since 1966 and led 
Ferrari to five consecutive cham- 
pionships between 2000-04. 


U.S. alpine skier 
critical after fall 


PARK CITY, Utah — USS. al- 
pine skier Cody Marshall suf- 
fered a head injury after falling 
between 20 to 30 feet from an 
escalator. 

U.S. Ski Team spokesman Tom 
Kelly said Marshall, 26, was out 
with teammates when he fell off 
an escalator rail about 12 a.m. 
Thursday in a mini-mall in down- 
town Park City, Utah. 

He was taken by ambulance 
to University Hospital in Salt 
Lake City, where he was listed 
in critical condition Thursday 
afternoon. 

Marshall, from Pittsfield, Vt., 
finished third in the slalom in the 
U.S. Alpine Championships this 
spring. 

His sister, Chelsea, is also a 
member of the U.S. alpine team, 
and his older brother, Jesse, is a 
former member. 


Texas baseball coach 
gets four days in jail 


DALLAS — Texas baseball 
coach Augie Garrido was sen- 
tenced Thursday to four days in 
jail for a drunken-driving convic- 
tion, though he might not serve 
any time. 

Garrido’s attorney, Michael 
Burnett, said Travis County jail 
officials will decide how long to 
keep the winningest coach in 
Division I after he reports some- 
time before Aug. 15. Burnett said 
Garrido, 70, received two days’ 
credit when he was arrested and 
could earn the other two days by 
getting processed.

American still third 
overall; Dane easily 
captures 12th stage

VITTEL, France — Lance 
Armstrong remained in third 
place in the Tour de France on 
Thursday, scrambling back to the 
main pack following a punctured 
tire with about 37 miles left. 

Teammate and rival Alberto 
Contador of Spain stayed in sec- 
ond place and Rinaldo Nocentini 
of Italy kept the yellow jersey on 
a day Nicki Sorensen of Denmark 
won the 12th stage. Sorensen 
broke away and finished 48 sec- 
onds ahead of Laurent Lefevre of 
France, the first time he has won 
a stage in the Tour. 

“We let the breakaway go after 
four minutes,” Nocentini said. 
“It’s a tough stage tomorrow, but 
I’m already really happy and I 
will do my best to keep the yellow 
jersey.” 

Armstrong, the  seven-time 
champion, rejoined the main pack 
after his mishap during the 131- 
mile ride from Tonnerre to Vittel. 
He pulled over to the side of the 
road while his team repaired a 
punctured back tire. After a few 
moments, four teammates helped 
him catch up. 

Armstrong is taking a cautious 
approach until the three-week 
race reaches the Alps on Sun- 
day. He said the flat stages were 
nerve-racking. “It is stressful 
with the crashes, on a stage like 
this where you have nothing to 
gain and then you lose everything 
because of a crash or a split in the 
group,” the Texan, 37, said before 
the start. “You have to pay atten- 
tion and try to avoid a crash.” 


Wednesday’s stage was marred 
by several crashes and 19 riders 
were slightly injured. 

“Yesterday, there was no way to 
avoid that crash, if you were just 
behind it, you were going down,” 
Armstrong said. “So that is some- 
thing which keeps you up at night. 
You have to constantly pay atten- 
tion. I try to give myself a bit of 
space from people in front of me 
so I have a bit of time to brake.” 

Riders also learned that an ear- 
piece ban scheduled for Friday’s 
stage was overturned, allowing 
them to communicate by radio 
with team cars as usual. The ban 
was in place Tuesday and another 
was set for the 13th stage before 
the International Cycling Union 
reversed itself. 

Many riders and team direc- 
tors called the ban dangerous. 
Organizers hoped the experi- 
ment would inject drama into the 
race by having riders fend for 
themselves. 

Sorensen was part of a lead 
group arriving several minutes 
in front of the main pack. The 
group was unchallenged and the 
chasing pack, including Nocenti- 
ni, Contador and Armstrong, was 
nearly six minutes back. 

Seven riders managed to get 
away after about 40 miles, in- 
cluding Egoi Martinez, Franco 
Pellizotti, Remi Pauriol, Sylvain 
Calzati and Markus Fothen. 

The main pack let the break- 
away go, with Mark Cavendish’s 
Team Columbia-Highroad team- 
mates not chasing. Cavendish has 
been the best sprinter in the Tour 
with four stage victories, includ- 
ing Tuesday and Wednesday. 

Calzati and Sorensen worked 
together to build a lead of 15 sec- 
onds with about six miles remain- 
ing, but Sorensen attacked with 
just more than a mile to go and 
the others could not follow.

lead over Watson, Curtis; Tiger at 71

TURNBERRY, Scotland — Miguel 
Angel Jimenez rolled in a 66-foot birdie 
putt on the final hole for a 6-under 64 to 
claim the opening-round lead in the British 
Open on Thursday. 

The pony-tailed Spaniard known as 
“The Mechanic” birdied the final two 
holes in a bogey-free round that knocked 
Tom Watson and Ben Curtis out of the top 
spot on the leaderboard on a calm day at 
Turnberry. 

“You look at the sea, and it looked like 
a pond — so nice, so calm,” Jimenez said. 
“You can’t ask for a better day. No wind, no 
nothing, and it took care of me.” 

Jimenez, 45, beat his previous low score 
in the Open by three strokes and just missed 
the record for a major championship. 

Watson, 59, a five-time winner of the 
claret jug, held the lead for most of the day 
after a 65. 

His score was matched by Ben Curtis, 
the surprise winner of the 2003 Open, and 
Japanese Tour regular Kenichi Kuboya, 
who surged into contention with a birdie- 
birdie-eagle-birdie finish after most of the 
fans had headed for the pubs. 

Tiger Woods struggled to a 71. 

On a day for going low, the world’s No. 1 
player struggled, hitting one wayward shot 
after another, including a dunk in Wilson’s 
Burn that led to the last of his four bogeys 
at No. 16. 

When the round ended, Woods headed 
to the range to work on his swing, which 
looked downright ugly with his right hand 
flying off the club. 

His first signs of frustration emerged 
at No. 3, when he took an angry swipe and 
mumbled something under his breath. By 
the time the day was done, he had angrily 
tossed away his clubs several times. 

Woods’ score was especially disappoint- 
ing given the conditions at Turnberry: 
partly sunny, no rain and barely the hint of 
a breeze off the Irish Sea. 

“T certainly made a few mistakes out 
there,” Woods said. “Realistically, I prob- 
ably should have shot about 1- or 2-under 
par.” 

Thirty-two years after his epic “Duel in 
the Sun” with Jack Nicklaus, Watson took 
advantage of the pristine conditions at 
Turnberry. 

“Not bad for an almost 60-year-old,” 
said Watson, who turns 60 in September. 
“Obviously I enjoyed it. I played very well, 
kept the ball in play, made a few putts. The

course was defenseless today. As a result, 
you’re seeing a lot of scores under par. I 
suspect by the end of the day, 65 will not 
be in the lead.” 

Nicklaus played his final British Open at 
St. Andrews in 2005 and faded into retire- 
ment. But the guy who beat him at Turn- 
berry in ’77 still has a few shots left. 

Watson kept the ball in the fairway, 
rolled in five birdie putts and bailed him- 
self out the few times he got into trouble, 
including a testy 6-footer on the final hole 
to preserve a bogey-free round. 

“T think there was some spirituality out 
there today,” Watson said. “Just the seren- 
ity of it was pretty neat.” 

Six years ago, Curtis was virtually un- 
known except to family and friends when 
he won the claret jug on his first attempt. 
He missed the cut on his next three at-

tempts, but has finished in the top 10 in the 
Open the past two years. 

Now, he’s confident of making a run at 
another Open championship. 

“You don’t win it once and not be able to 
do it again,” he said. 

“The last couple of years have been good 


for me, and this week I got off to a good 
start.” 

Curtis overcame a pair of bogeys with an 
eagle at the par-5 seventh and birdies on 
four of his last six holes. He finished with a 
routine two-putt par at No. 18, walking off 
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
